REPORT 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


FELLOw CirizENs :—How thankful to the Author of returning peace 
should we be for the continued influence of our common schools. 


Districé No. 1. 

Summer term of 16 weeks taught by Miss Mary E. DEARBORN of 
Auburn. Whole number of scholars 43; average attendance 34. The 
pupils made excellent progress, and proved Miss Dearborn a very com-« 
petent and successful teacher. The winter term of 9 weeks taught by 
Danie. H. Rows of Gilford. Whole number 45; average attendance 
40. The teacher speaks truthfully in the following extracts from his re 
port: “He who enters upon the work of teaching must not be disheart~ 
ened by difficulties. The past term has been a pleasant one. The 
scholars with a few exceptions, have been well disposed, and much en- 


thusiasm has existed among them to be punctual in their attendance: 


Fifteen pupils have been present every day of the term, and there have 
been but few instances of tardiness. The progress in most bramehes 
has been good considering the brevity of the term. Thoroughness has 
been the aim in all the elementary principles; and no scholar has been 
permitted to pass a single recitation without being made familiar with 
the principles contained therein. There has been a good interest mani- 
fested on the part of the parents, and with their co-operation the term 
has been a profitable one, and the improvement as a whole satisfactory. 
I have labored for the correction of every moral delinquency. It speaks 
well for the parents in providing such a good and pleasant school-house 


‘for the comfort of the rising generation. The school is a miniature re 
 public—if youth there learn to obey, to respect authority and cheerfully), ‘ 


comply with all the regulations of the school room, they will acquire a 
just sense of propriety and be prepared to become loyal subjects, obedt- 
ent citizens and useful members of society.”

Miss Sinclair has taught here at least five terms—every 
term has exhibited an increase of interest in the pupils, and an increase 
of ability in the teacher. We heartily concur in the following extract 
from the report of her last term: “Phere has been as usual, a very pleas- 
ant term. Having taught the school so long, am well acquainted 
with the disposition of each one of my pupils, and know quite well how 
to incite them to work to the best advantage; they know with few times 
repeating, what is expected of them. Am wellsatisfied with the general 
deportment of the school, and if they have not made sufficient progress 
in their studies, they have tried hard to improve, with perfect lessons, 
prompiness, and few faults. ‘

of 5 weeks taught by Miss S. F. Fellows; whole number of scholars 18. 
The teacher says in her report: “The term closed very.sudddenly on ac- 
count of sickness. The parents have not manifested that interest by 
visiting the school-room we desire—their frequent presence would aid 
the teacher, be interesting to scholars, and show their interest in the 
school and those who enjoy its priceless advantages.”
